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Bases in Uruguay 

There will be no objection, in this country, 
with the attitude taken by the chamber of 
deputies of Uruguay in regard to proposed con- 
struction of air and naval bases, with the co- 
operation of the United States, in Uruguayan 
territory and for the joint defense of the west- 
ern hemisphere. 

The deputies ratified the government policy 
in conducting discussions of intercontinental 
defense with the United States, but specified 
that any bases as proposed in Uruguay should 
be under complete control and supervision of 
that country. 

That is entirely proper. If, in the plans 
for hemisphere defense, it should be deemed 
advisable that bases for the use of Uruguayan 
planes be built on territories belonging to the 
United States, we should naturally insist on 
this country retaining control and supervision.

Bombs and Chinaware 

One thousand-pound high explosive bomb 
could, one would believe, smash an awful lot 
of chinaware. And, from some of the stories 
which come from England, there is an im- 
pression that such bombs are falling promis- 
cuously, like giant hailstones, just about every- 
where in the tight little isle. 

It is, therefore, somewhat surprising and 
at the same time reassuring to discover that 
imports of English-made chinaware, at the 
port of New York, have increased a lot since 
the war began. In September, 1939, the first 
month of the war, the figure was $65,372. And 
in September, 1940, that total had mounted to 
$90,130. 

Importers of the fragile stuff say about the 
only difference they see, since the war began, 
is that it comes in bigger bunches, now, and 
less frequently. That is the result of the convoy 
system. Whereas it used to be that a cargo of 
chinaware would unload about every ten 
days, now three shiploads will arrive in one 
week and then there'll be two or three weeks 
without any. 

Interesting, too, is the information that 
the prosaic British manufacturer has, in one 
respect at least, been stirred out of his age-old 
customs. The crates and baskets in which the 
china is shipped used to be stenciled, simply, 
“Country of Origin: England.” Now they bear 
such slogans as “England Delivers the Goods”; 
“Delivered, Thanks to the British Navy”; “Brit- 
tania Still Rules the Waves”; “Delivered, God 
Bless the Navy”; etc., etc. 

And it must not be forgotten that every 
additional container of chinaware, or any other 
British product, sold to this country, adds just 
so much to Britain’s credits for the purchase of

WALLACE IN MEXICO In The Constitution of Sunday there 


was a wirephoto from Mexico show- 
ing Henry Wallace, vice president-elect of the United States, talk- 
ing with a Mexican family in front of their thatched hut 
town of Tamazunchale. 
Those who have driven from Laredo to Mexico City, down the in- 
ternational highway, know Tamazunchale. It is at the very foot of 
the great mountain chain which one must traverse. Time was when 
it was an isolated Indian village requiring several days’ journey bY 
pack train to reach. Now the cars drive through it and there is 4 
movie, of sorts, and gasoline stations and restaurants. It is warm 
there. The Mexican who owns the theater lives, with his family, in 
part of the theater and a few goats may wander in to see the show. 
Many dignitaries have passed through Tamazunchale. There. 
have been movie dignitaries and many of America’s tourists whose 
names were headlines. 
But of all of them, I imagine Henry Wallace is the very first one 
to be able to stop and talk with the people in their own language. 
That is very important. It means that for the first time in the 
history of the highway, an American bigwig could stop at one of 


just another face in a passing automobile for the Indians to stand 
and stare at as it rolled by or halted for gas. Henry Wallace is, 
to the people of Mexico, a human being and not just a stuffed 
shirt whose words a translator gives them. 


MAYBE NOT A BLUNDER For a time it seemed that the 

sending of Wallace to Mexico 
was a diplomatic blunder. It permitted all the anti-American ele- 
ments to renew their propaganda about the imperialism of the 
“Colossus of the North”—meaning your Uncle Sam. 

_There had been an election in Mexico. Juan Almazan, popular 
military commander of northern Mexico, claimed he was elected 
but that the administration candidate, Menual Comacho, had been 
named president by falsifying the returns. 

It may be true. No one can be sure. Mexico’s election laws are 
archaic and make for trouble. For instance, the first persons to 
reach an election box on the morning of election, are in charge of 
that polling place for the day. This alone makes for riots, stuffing 
of the box and for trouble. 

It is true that Almazan was popular. 

It probably is true, as claimed, that he did have the backing of 
certain American interests. But he was popular in his own right 
with a good record of military service. 

It may be true that Camacho won the election as his supporters 
claim. No one ever will know for sure about that election. But 
Camacho was declared the president-elect. And the Almazanites at- 
tempted a revolt. This was put down very effectively by the Mexi- 
can government, The people did not rally as had been expected. 
The truth is, Mexico slowly but surely is coming of age and is out- 
growing revolutions. 

Almazan nursed a hope, as did his followers, the United States 
would not recognize Camacho. This would have assisted their plan 
of revolution. 


ANTI-U. S. AGITATION When his election was recognized, 

all the anti-United States forces 
went into action. Many of them are not at all interested in Al- 
mazan. This is important to remember. They are German-financed 
or Italian-financed. They are interested only in keeping Mexico in a 
state of agitation and trouble so that this country cannot focus its 
attention on Europe. The same thing is going on in some'sections of 
South America. 

This is not difficult to do. Many of us, when we go traveling, 
are an insufferable people. We do not make good impressions, es- 
pecially in countries where the rate of exchange is in our favor and 
we treat their currency with contempt. They cannot visit us be- 
cause the rate is against them. And when we visit them we are 
not good neighbors. There are many who do not like or admire us. 

At any rate, the recognition of Camacho touched them off. They 
organized demonstrations against “Yankee Imperialism.” They put

Today let us follow the advice of Solomon and go to the ant 
for wisdom. 

The ants, divided into more than 8,000 families, flourished on 
earth ages before man arrived and may be here long after man is 
gone. 

Because of their organized life and strangely human abilities, 
they have fascinated philosophers and naturalists since history be- 
gan, and no other creature has inspired so many books. 

You know about the blind ants called termites, which are not 
true ants, and the army ants of the tropics which march with gen- 
erals having special fighting equipment and destroy all living 
creatures in their path—bridging streams with their own bodies; 
climbing the highest trees, and causing even the great elephant to 
flee before them. 

But do you know about the others whose “instinct,” if such it 
is, causes them to do the things that we do by reason of “intelli- 
gence?” 

All of them, as you know, set us the sensible example of work- 
ing hard and storing up reserves for the winter, but that is not the 
best example of their foresight. 


Some of them live on minute mushrooms, and since the natural 
supply is not convenient or abundant enough, they plant a crop at 
regular intervals and cultivate it like other good farmers. 

Some of them have millers to grind their grain. Their favorite 
food is a seed too hard for them to break down, so they have devel- 
oped specialists who spend their days chewing up seed to supply the 
community. 

Some of them keep slaves, who go out to work under guard each 
morning and return to camp like herded cattle at night. 

One tribe keeps “cows.” A certain aphid has on its back a 
gland that secretes a liquid much prized by ants. To insure a regu- 
lar supply the ants keep their cow-aphids in captivity; carry them 
underground in cold weather, and in spring carry them out to pas- 
ture under guard on the roots of smartweed and corn, The aphids 
are milked as cows are; only the buckets are lacking. 

Finally, there are the little red ants called the Amazons. These 
have a lesson for us, and may foretell the fate of certain nations we 
could mention. 

At intervals they raid the homes of black ants to capture slaves. 
While some of them attack and kill the adult blacks, others rush 
into the nursery to seize and carry off the infants. e

Their weapons, shaped like ice tongs, are so over-developed they 
are no longer able to feed themselves or their young.

“There is little home life these 
days, for we spend all day aft 
work and most of the night in the 
shelter. But these last two nightg 
have had an all-clear at 2:30 a, 
m., so if this goes on, we may 
get a few hours in bed.

In conclusion, 
wrote: 

“Take my advice; make the best 
of your life while you have your 
freedom, for if you don’t you'll 
regret it c-fterwards. I do.”

“We must be governed by two 
considerations in helping China,” 
he said. “First we should help 
them as much as we can without 
crippling our own defenses. Sec- 
ondly, we must give aid in the 
form most helpful to China.”

They noted that the plans were 
announced almost simultaneously 
with the denunciation by Secre- | 
tary of State Cordell Hull of 
Japan’s recognition of the Nan- 
king regime. 

Senator Alva B. Adams, Demo- | 
crat, Colorado, a member of the, 
banking committee who has fre- 
quently criticized administration 
fiscal and foreign policies, said | 
he planned to question Morgen- 
thau closely on justification for, 
and implications embodied in, the! 
loan program. 

Other senate quarters indicated 
that Morgenthau also would be 
interrogated closely on whether 
the huge stabilization fund is be- 
ing used as “an instrument of 
foreign policy.”
